Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant called for clarification of "directly cooperate' in the action of 
1/2006. examiner reviewed and agreed that the comment was meant to indicate that -directly cooperate- in claim 1 
would allow claims 1,7, and 8 to read over Niemiec. Examiner noted that while this would likely make the claim 
allowable over the art of record, the search would have to be updated to ensure that there was not art that did read on 
the suggested claim. Examiner noted that if continuation is filed for "directly cooperate", if art is found action would not 
be made final on first action, and that examiner would call to see if there is amendment possible over any art that is 
found prior to action. . 
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
